TO FARMERS DRAW 
IRE OF SECRETARY 


WASHINGTON, March 29.— 


Government loans which serve to| 


increase the farmer's surpluses and 
keep down his prices Tuesday 
drew the fire of Secretary of\Agri- 
culture Arthur Hyde. 

Any crop loan not bas an 
actual need in a drought or storm 
disaster he called-“unjustified.”” 

Hyde termed his department— 


the lending agency for the $50,000- | 
000 now available for 1932 loans! 


-the "prize boob in the history of 
finance.” and said it was "lend- 
ing more money on thinner securi- 
ty and sustaining more losses than 


ever before in the history of money | 


lending in' the world. 

Soon afterwards, Senator Rob- 
inson of Arkansas, the democratic 
leader, said Hyde was “manifestly 
not in sympathy with the relief 
which the law, provides should be 
administered through bis depart- 
ment. 

Crop loans are now being made 
through the regional offices at the 
rate of- $1,000,000 daily—the total 
from the $50,000,000 fund being 
in excess of $6,000,000 to “date. 
Last year the department loaned 
approximately $48,500,000 and has 
collected approximately $27,000,- 
000--almost half represented by 
commodities held as collatera. 

"What farmers need most," 
Hyde said, “is-a market. Funda- 
mentally it i» a question of bal- 
ancing production and. demand.
